EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. Claims 9-20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 9, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a plasma etch system 
having logic for normalizing a first reflected spectrum data corresponding to a first shot; logic 
for normahzing a second reflected spectrum data corresponding to a second shot; and logic for 
determining an endpoint based on a difference between the normalized first spectrum data and 
the normalized second spectrum data, and in combination with the other recited limitations of 
claim 9. Claims 10-1 1 are allowed by the virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 9. 

Regarding claim 12, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a system of detecting 
an endpoint having logic for normalizing a fu^t reflected spectrum data corresponding to a first

shot; logic for normalizing a second reflected spectrum data corresponding to a second shot; and 
logic for determining an endpoint based on a difference between the normalized first spectrum 
data and the normalized second spectrum data, and in combination with the other recited 
limitations of claim 12. Claims 13-20 are allowed by the virtue of dependency on the allowed 
claim 12.
